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PURPOSE 


HE BISHOP'S BRICKS FUND has been in 
existence since the first year of Bishop 
Rhinelander's episcopate, and was begun in 
response to his appeal for “The Six Churches" 

: in his address to the Diocesan Convention, 

May 7th, 1912. It has now become a diocesan institution and 

serves as a channel by which small sums are collected 

annually either to help in the building of new churches, 
parish houses, or whatsoever building project the Bishop 
may have on hand. 

The work is steadily growing and is established in 
fifty-six parishes, through the various organizations. 

A general conference is held during the winter to 
further interest in this work, hoping to enlarge the field and 
scope of our plan, which has the advantage of enabling 
everyone, "man, woman and child," to help in the efforts 
for the Extension of the Church, by contributing the price 
of one or as many bricks as may be desired, at 10 cents 
each, and cannot be a tax upon anyone, even those of modest 
means. “There is no “red tape" about this fund and the 
sum collected during the year is placed directly in the 
Bishop's hands at our Presentation Service. 

A Church Calendar is issued in Advent, Easter cards 
are sold, and an Entertainment is given occasionally, to pay 
the expenses of materials, printing, postage, advertising, etc. 

The managers are very grateful for the increased 
interest shown in the Bishop's Bricks and sincerely thank 
the kind friends, who have more than once sent generous 
individual donations to the Fund. This year we hope to 
double the amount raised last year and earnestly beg all 
Church people to become contributors.

am very glad to write a word of hearty 
commendation of this Fund. Its chief 
object is to bring home to every com- 
municant in the Diocese the work of Church 
Extension in every part of this Diocese. 
The Church cannot grow properly unless 
everybody cares about its growth. “Ihe method of asking 
a few rich people to give large sums for this purpose is 
most unsatisfactory. God cares for and blesses the 
small offerings of the poor equally with the large gifts 
of the rich. In any case, the value of an offering is 
not measured by its amount. The one thing needful is 
that all should be enlisted. “The idea of the Bishop’s 
Bricks Fund is that each contribution of ten cents 
represents one brick, built into a new church. The main 
desire of those who are in charge is that as many people 
should give bricks as possible. I believe the plan will 
appeal to the whole Diocese, and I greatly hope that 
before long each of our 60,000 communicants will be 
giving at least a brick a year to increase the work of our 


beloved Church.

This year an original Easter card was issued exclusively 
for the benefit of The Bishop's Bricks Fund, from a design 
for a stained glass window by J. and R. Lamb, N. Y. 

A Sunday School Banner painted by a member of our 
committee, was sold to St. Barnabas’ Colored Mission for 
the benefit of the Fund through Mrs. John D. Thomas and 
Miss Frances Shipley. 


An Easter Sale was held at the new Tea Rooms of 
Dorsey & Dorsey, Germantown, and a Tombola Auction" 
and Musical was given under the auspices of Mrs. T. H. 
Luderssen and Miss M. C. Penrose also for the Fund. 

Mrs. John Loman made the first little cardboard church 
out of the bricks, which delighted the children of the 
Sunday Schools so that there have been many small churches 
made since then by little hands eager tò help the Bishop. 

For the children, too, Mrs. Loman at this time wrote 
her story "The *Purple Brick" which was published and 
is still sold for the benefit of the Bricks Fund.

The Second General Conference was held this year at 
S. Clement's Parish House, May 6th, 1915, by the kindness 
of the Rev. Dr. Hutchinson, who made a beautiful address, 
welcoming and encouraging the committee. 

An special effort was made by the committee this year 
to help in the great Diocesan Bazaar, given at Horticultural 
Hall, Philadelphia, for S: Martha's Settlement House, and 
it took charge of a booth resembling a stone chapel from 
which "surprise packages" and boxes of chocolate fudge 
were sold for which the materials were all donated. The 
booth was erected from a design by Miss M. Theodora 
Burt, a member of the Bishop's Bricks Fund Committee, 
and Miss Burt and her mother, Mrs. Nathaniel Burt, 
generously paid all the expenses of its erection. “The booth 
enclosed a wonderful stained glass window lent by the kind- 
ness of the artist, Mr. Nicola D'Ascenzo, depicting the 
“Adoration of the Magi.” 

A. second banner was sold this year after a design from 
Murillo to the Sunday School of S. Paul's Memorial 
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Church, Overbrook, through Mrs. Norman M. Jones. 

The small Dime Register Banks, introduced this year 
have proved of great service to the fund. 

The Church Calendar, known as the “Ashby Calendar," 
was first published and sold this year for the benefit of 
The Bishop's Bricks Fund and is now issued every Advent. 

'The important event of the year was the First Presen- 
tation Service, held at Old St. Peter's Church, May 26th, 
1915, arranged by the Rev. Dr. Edward M. Jefferys, the 
rector. There were so many children present that it was 
practically a children's service. Seven little cardboard 
churches, made of the Bricks, were presented to the Bishop 
by the children; one of these churches was made by a 
prisoner at the Penitentiary, No. 5882,. 

Master George Whitney carried up the annual offering 
in gold coin in a velvet purse.

The Third General Conference was held this year at 
the Church House Twelfth and Walnut Streets, Philadel- 
phia, March 20th, 1916. Over one hundred people were 
present. Increased interest was shown in the work. 

The Rev. Elliot White, rector of S. Mark's Church, 
Philadelphia, presided and told of new ideas he had for 
the building materials to be used in making the little 
Presentation Churches, the making of which, he said, from 
experience in his own Sunday school, greatly interested the 
children, especially the boys. 

The rendition of two hymns by the Deaf Mute Choir of 
All Souls Church for the Deaf, Philadelphia, under the 
direction of Mrs. M. J. Syle, was an interesting feature of 
this occasion. 

A Christmas Entertainment consisting of a recitation 
by Frank Speaight, of London, of “A Christmas Carol,” by 
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Charles Dickens, and a dance in Dickens character costumes 
by numerous young people afterwards, took place at the 
Acorn Club, December 28th. 'The proceeds were given to 
help establishing The Bishop's Bricks Fund. 

The Second Presentation Service took place at S. 
Mark's Church, Sixteenth and Locust Streets, Philadelphia, 
May rith, 1916, arranged by the, Rev. Elliot White, the 
rector. In addition to tlie choir and clergy there was a 
long procession of children carrying banners and the littles 
churches to be presented to the Bishop. The children from 
the Home of the Merciful Saviour occupied the front 
pews on either side of the middle aisle. 

Master Samuel Shipley carried up the yearly offering.

REPORT OF 


THE BISHOP'S BRICKS FUND 
1918—1919 


HIS, OUR SEVENTH YEAR, has been our most prosperous 
time, in many respects. There have been new features 
and interest still increasing. ` We have received larger 
amounts from the parishes and four of them were in hot 

contest for the Bishop's Banner, namely, St. Martin's-in-the- 
Fields, the Church of the Covenant, All Souls’ Church for the 
Deaf and St. Peter's Germantown, The Bishop's Banner, given 
by the Committee, and awarded by Bishop .Rhinelander for the 
first time at the annual Presentation Service (in the presence 
of a large congregation) at St. Peter's Germantown, where most 
appropriately this year's service was held and the more fitting 
place as it was the second occasion, when this coveted honour 
has been won by this parish. The first time in 1913-1914. 

Mrs. Rhinelander selected the hymns and the music for this 
service, the weather was splendid, the Knights of S. Paul, in 
uniform added to the picturesque effect on the green Slope back 
of the beautiful parish house. Groups of children were seated 
on the grass under the trees. A generous feast provided by the 
rector and the ladies of St. Peter's, for all present, was much 
enjoyed. 

Another important event earlier in the winter, on January 
18th, was the large Reception given for the Bishop at St. James's 
parish house, Walnut and Twenty-second Streets, Philadelphia. 
Dr. Mockridge, the Rev. Elliot White, the Rev. A. J. Arkin, and 
the Rev. Mr. Pamfil assisted. A play or allegory, given by the 
children of the Polish School, in the Polish language was beauti- 


fully acted. It was a legend of The Nativity common in Poland 


but new to American children, who were able to grasp the mean- 
ing by the characters presented, and an interpretation by the 
Rev. Mr. Pamfil. Deaconess Norris has wonderfully trained these 
dear little people and after the Polish national anthem, they 
finished by singing America for us in English! Ice cream and 
buns were served to the children by the patriotic young women 
of the Junior National League for Women's Service and the 
Emergency Aide's Aides. Mrs. J. Howard Clark poured tea for 
the older members of the audience assisted by Mrs. Samuels, Mrs. 
Dillard, Mrs. Mockridge, etc. In spite of a rainy day, the large 
hall was packed and very kind friends had sent their motor cars 
to convey the Polish children to and from Kensington—a joyful 
party. 

We have at last reached the thousand-dollar offering hoped for 
and as we have not yet embraced one-third of all the parishes, all 
the institutions or all the individuals in this great Diocese of 
Pennsylvania, we hope to put forth greater efforts and that we 
may perhaps double that sum? 

The Church Calendar issued to cover necesSary expenses is 
increasingly popular.

sum we have as yet been able to give to the Bishop. Six parishes 
have ‘competed for the Bishop's Banner: 

1. St. Peters, Germantown. 

2. St. Michael's, Germantown, 

3. Grace Church, Mount Airy. 

4. St. James’, Philadelphia. 

5. St. Asaph's, iBala. 

6. St. Martin's-in-the Fields, Chestnut Hill. 

The Banner was awarded to the latter which had raised over 
$200 for the Fund. St. Peter's, Germantown, brought in $119; 
St. Asaph’s, Bala, $100. The Presentation Service was held at 
the beautiful Church of St. Asaph, Bala. The exquisite country 
surroundings and perfect weather combined to make it a day 
long to be remembered. Throngs and throngs of children came 
from outlying districts of the Diocese, including children from 
the Polish School of the Redeemer, Kensington, with Deaconess 
Norris, and the Italian children accompanied by the Rev. Silvio 
Biagini, who carried the cross in the procession. There were 
delegations from Grace Church, Mount Airy, St. Michael's, Ger- 
mantown, St. Martin's-in-the-Fields, St. Barnabas’, West Phila- 
delphia, as well as large numbers from The (Church of the Cov- 
enant, and The Incarnation, Philadelphia, whose rector, the Rev. 
IN. V. P. Levis, took part in the service. St. James’ Parish, Phila- 
idelphia, has also taken great interest in The Bishop’s Bricks 
Fund and the Rev. Allen Evans acted on this occasion as Master 
of Ceremonies. “We shall miss our very kind friends and helpers 
(who have left this Diocese for new fields of labor for the Church 
in the West), the Rev. Elliot White, formerly rector of St. Mark’s 
Church, and the Rev. Dr. Charles S. Hutchinson, formerly rector 
of St. Clement's, and wish here to record our grateful thanks.

Friendly Society of St. John's Church, Norristown, made by a 
member of the committee. 

To our regret, Miss Mary A. Shoemaker has been obliged to 
resign from the Committee and Mrs. Norman M. Jones has gone 
to live in Detroit. Miss Helen Plumly and Mrs. Allan Hunter 
will take their places on the Committee. 

Bishop Rhinelander is encouraged and we are encouraged 
and hope to work with renewed energy for the Fund.

T last we have reached our tenth year. An epoch as it were, 
for the Committee of the Bishop's Bricks Fund, still] the 
outlook seems bright before us, although there have been 

some disappointments—The Bishop’s party, which took place 
this year at St. Michael’s, Germantown (an unwonted custom), 
for usually we have made a point of having this particular event 
at some parish hall within the centre of the more densely popu- 
lated quarters of Philadelphia, reserving the Presentation Ser- 
vice at Whitsuntide for some country Church in the spring or 
early summer, but the Rev. Mr. Pember and the people of St. 
Michael’s were so urgent to have this festivity and were so kind 
and generous in all their arrangements, that we were glad to 
embrace their offer, and a very finished and beautiful little 
Christmas play was presented by the Polish children of the 
Church of the Redeemer, under Deaconess Norris. Christmas 
hymns by Italian children, and wonderful national dances were 
given by Roumanian boys in costume afterwards; but, alas! the 
weather was most unpropitious and the wonder is that in spite 
of a formidable blizzard, the hall was packed and children con- 
tinued to come and come. A message was received from the 
Bishop, who in spite of the deep snow, had set out for German- 
town, that he was “obliged to turn back.” Very great was the 
disappointment, and also we have to record that this was the 
beginning of his serious illness. The Bishop was very disap- 
pointed, too. He was able to be with us, however, at the Pres- 
entation Service at St. Martin’s-in-the Fields, on the fourth of 
June, and again the weather was untoward, for this time we had 
a terrific downpour; the children came also from great dis- 
tances, and the church was full; the feast of ice cream and buns 
was given indoors. 

The “Bishop’s Banner" was awarded to St. Mary's, Wayne, 
though three or four other parishes made valiant efforts to attain 
it, and St. Martin’s to retain it for a third time. 

The annual offering amounts to a little more than $1850, in- 
cluding $60 previously given to the Bishop, who divided it among 
the actors who had performed for him at the party. 

The Rev. Gi'bert Pember has been appointed by Bishop Rhine 
lander, Chaplain for the Bishop’s Bricks Committee, 

The Church Calendar grows in popularity and brought in 
large profits to the fund, although expenses have grown some- 
what. A “G. F. S." Banner for Holy Trinity Church, West Ches- 
ter, was made by a member of our committee who donated the 
profits to the fund. 

A new plan is to be tried with the Bishop’s approval, to collect 
an Advent Offering from parishes which have not already con- 
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tributed to this fund, under the auspices of the “Church School 
Service League." 

News of Bishop Rhinelander's improved health is encouraging, 
and we pray that he may be with us again at next Whitsuntide 
perfectly restored to strength and vigor.

UR report is issued much later than usual, this year, 

because of the great blow and real shock of Bishop 

Rhinelander's resignation of the Jurisdiction of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania at the last annual convention. It is so well- 
known that he has been the inspiration of The Bishop's Bricks 
Fund, and that it has become the success it is, owing to his 
fostering care and wise advice—so that we scarcely know how 
to proceed. 

It has been a great privilege to come so close to Bishop Rhine. 
lander and it is good to know that he regards this work as of 
real importance and appreciates its missionary purpose and real 
Catholic character, combining as it does so many different people 
—especially the children of various races and interesting older 
ones as well. We are assured that the B. B. F, has taken root 
in the diocese and Mrs. Thomas and I are amazed upon looking 
back to the small beginnings—to realize now the large gatherings 
and still larger gatherings year by year—so that we trust God 
will continue to bless this work and that is may continue and 
still grow—although in the future there must probably occur 
changes of administration etc., etc. We shall hope for Bishop 
Rhinelander’s advice from time to time and his interest always. 
He expressed the wish that this year’s offerings might go to the 
Polish Missions. 

Looking over the past year, we have some interesting events 
to record—“The Bishop’s Party” during his absence in Cali- 
fornia, became an Epiphany party, and took place at Holy 
Trinity Parish House for the benefit of the new parish hall 
for St. Barnabas’ Church, Germantown. and the entertainment was 
given entirely by the children of that parish and those of the 
Phillips Brooks Memorial Church. The Committee supplied 
ice cream and buns for everybody—the spacious building was 
filled and great enjoyment manifested itself in the large audience. 

The Advent Offering from the Church Schools of the Diocese, 
was for the first time given to the Bishop’s Bricks Fund and 
added a substantial amount to the Annual offering. 

Our Presentation Service, larger than ever, so that there was 
a long, long line in the procession, waiting to enter the beauti- 
ful Church of St. Mark's, Frankford, where we were most hos- 
pitably received and entertained by the rector, Rev. Leslie F. 
Potter. Bishop Rhinelander made a great effort to come to us 
that day (and it was an occasion we shall not forget). He was 
accompanied by the Rev. Arnold H. Hord, who carried the Pas- 
toral Staff—emphasizing the bishop's relation to the children as 
their Chief Pastor—and never can a bishop he more beloved by 
these same children than Bishop Philip Mercer Rhinelander, 
each child feeling him to be a personal friend. The Rev. Gll- 
bert E. Pember, rector of St. Michael's Church, Germantown, 
our Chaplain, marshaled the throng. 

The total amount given to the Bishop this last year was 
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$3072.50. Three thousand dollars of this sum the Bishop appro- 
priated towards the new parish building for St. Barnabas, Ger- 
mantown, $32.50 from All Souls Church for the Deaf was 
given (at the special request of that congregation) to thé 
Cathedral Foundation and $40.00 he donated for the Polish 
children of the Church of The Redeemer. 

Under the auspices of The Bishop's Bricks Fund Committee, 
a beautiful Mitre was given to Bishop Rhinelander, before his 
departure from Philadelphia. It was designed and embroidered 
by the Misses Prichett, of the “Diocesan Altar Guild" and was 
subscribed for by some of the members of our Committee and 
their friends. z 

We cannot look into the Future but are thankful for blessings 
of the Past, and of having had the privilege of such a wonderful 
Bishop for twelve whole years.

æT is with a feeling of sadness that I give in my last 

dl report, as Chairman, to the Committee and Wardens— 

of sadness at the severance of the many ties binding us 
all together as a committee—and also of great thankfulness, 
for we have been so united, working together in love for the 
work in hand and without the,usual “red tape” of more for- 
mal organizations. There have been so few changes during 
the twelve years—and we have had visions of larger and 
larger “fields of endeavour" before us. As I look back, the 
beloved and familiar faces and quaint personalities of Miss 
Mary Field and Miss Helen Devereux, of old St. Peter's, Phila- 
delphia, among the very first members of our Committee, come 
before me and the dear gentle sisters, Miss Mary and Miss 
Martha Pancoast, of St. Michael's, Germantown. These have 
been taken from us and Mrs. Norman Jones has gone to live 
in Bermuda. “We have accomplished something, perhaps? but 
alas, far, far less than we intended. The idea of uniting the 
whole diocese by informal gatherings such as “The Bishop's 
Party" during the Epiphany Season—and the beautiful pre- 
sentation services at Whitsuntide, in so many different par- 
ishes—“The Bishop's Party" has been a unique feature. The 
first one, I remember, was so generously provided for us at 
St. Clement's Parish Hall, Philadelphia, the little boys of St. 
Barnabas’ Mission, Germantown, giving the playlet “The Feast 
of Lights," and it was Dr. Hutchinson, then rector, of St. 
Clement's, who suggested Wardens in each parish as collectors. 
We have had parties in all these places—St. Clement's, Phila- 
delphia; St. James’, Philadelphia; Old St. Peter's, Philadel- 
phia; The Incarnation, Philadelphia; St. Michaels, German- 
town; Holy "Trinity, Philadelphia, and services at Old St. 
Peter's, Philadelphia; St. Mark's, Philadelphia; St. Luke's, 
Germantown; St. Peter's, Germantown; Grace Church, Mount 
Airy; St. Martins in the Fields, Chestnut Hill, twice; St. 
Mark's, Frankford. 

Among the clergy who have been our best friends have been 
Bishop Rhinelander, The Rev. A. H. Hord, Archdeacon Elliot 
White, The Rev. G. H. Dennison, The Rev. C. H. Hutchinson, 
The Rev. Stewart P. Keeling, The Rev. Norman Van Pelt 
Levis, D.D., The Rev. Thomas S. Cline, The Rev. Edward M. Jef- 
ferys, The Rev. Gilbert E. Pember, our Chaplain; The Rev. 
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Dr. Vernon, The Rev. Dr. Mockridge, The Rev. Samuel Upjohn, 
The Rev. Leslie F. Potter, The Rev. L. Caley, The Rev. Fred- 
erick Seymour, The Rev. A. J. Arkin, The Rev. Harrison B. 
Wright, The Rev. Wood Stewart, The Rev. Floyd Tomkins, The 
Rev. Sidnor Thomas and many others. 

So many of the Wardens, too, have been so faithful year 
in and year out and the children increasingly interested. All 
have contributed some special work, which I have not space 
to record, but must mention some beautiful tableaux given by 
members of All Souls’ Church for the Deaf, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. M. J. Syle, and Mrs. Loman's story of “The Pur- 
ple Brick." Also the children of the Italian Mission, St. Mary's 
of The Annunciation, under Mrs. Luderssen, have sung and 
danced for us. The Polish children of the School of The Re- 
deemer have given a little playlet under Deaconess Norris, and 
the Greek children have given folk lore dances, in costume. The 
little colored children, more than once, have contributed to en- 
tertainments for the Bishop's parties under the skilful direc- 
tion of Miss Frances Shipley. 

Mrs. Thomas: Church Calendar, and the lovely banners made 
for the “G. F. S." and “The Bishop's Banner" given by a mem- 
ber of the Committee, designed and made by another. Also 
the various plans, undertaken at first to guarantee expenses 
such as the Christmas Entertainment at the Acorn Club, when 
Mr. Frank Speaght, of London, recited “The Christmas Carol" 
and the Sir Roger de Coverly dance by characters from Dick- 
ens, in costume. The boys of St. Luke's choir, Germantown, 
took part as waits“ in costumes sprinkled with snow, one 
playing on the violin, the supper and snap-dragon, Xmas de- 
corations, etc., made it all quite charming. Our first success- 
ful effort was the publication of an Easter card for the benefit 
of the B. B. F. The original design, “The Angel of the Resur- 
rection,” was generously given to us from a cartoon made for 
a stained glass window by I. R. Lamb & Co., of New York. An 
Easter fete and sale on the grounds of Mrs. George F. Knorr, 
Germantown, etc., etc., and now it is a satisfaction as the pres- 
ent Committee withdraws, that we can leave the finances upon 
a solid foundation, the proceeds from the Church Calendar suf- 
ficing to pay all necessary expenses. We have also a list of 
Individual Annual subscribers. 

At the great Diocesan Bazaar held at Horticultural Hall, in 
1914, for the benefit of St. Martin's Settlement House, the B. B. 
F. Committee was represented by a beautiful booth, which was 
constructed to represent a small stone chapel designed and per- 
sonally supervisd by Miss M. Theodora Burt, who undertook all 
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this entirely at her own expense, Mr. Nicola d'Ascenzo lent 
us a large stained glass window for the interior, depicting “The 
Visit of the Magi"—which when lighted from the back by an 
electric light, produced an indescribably lovely effect, Fudge 
made by Mrs. Thomas and Miss Shiply, in brick-shaped boxes, 
and "Surprise Packages" were sold. 

This work has been undertaken, believing that small amounts 
from many contributors will amount to a considerable sum, 
without being a tax upon even the poorest, who often so 
gladly give what they can to help on the Bishop's work, The 
largest annual amount so far has been a little over three 
thousand dollars. It rarely has been less than one thousand 
or fifteen hundred dollars. 

We all hope that “The Bishop's Bricks Fund" will be 
carried on by the members of The Church School Service 
League, or some other eager young people, even though there 
may be many changes as to its general purpose and useful- 
ness, which was bringing the Bishop of the Diocese into closer 
touch with all his people.

To carry out the completed program for all the needs disclosed by the 
Survey calls for the raising of $3,500,000 during the five-year period. One 
year ago, when the intensive campaign closed and its record of givings was 
recorded, a total of $2,010,815 was reported as pledged, or $1,490,000 less 
than the total needed. Of this $2,000,000, approximately $250,000 repre- 
sented one-year pledges and contributions. 

Renewal of one-year pledges for the year 1928 assures without doubt 
that every dollar ki to be reguired can be raised, provided the prac- 
tice of renewals and securing new pledges is continued throughout the 
remaining years. 

Then, and not until then, will it be possible to say we Have finished the 
work we set out todo. Then at the end of these five years the Church in 
our beloved Diocese will be equipped as never before to do the greatest work 
e its long and distinguished history for the upbuilding of the Kingdom 
of God. 

Whether this shall be so rests with each of us as members one with 
another of Christ and His Church. 

It should be kept clearly in view that our program is not an ambitious 
plan for the extension of our work but merely to strengthen the Missions 
that already exist and to make a start in places where we had already 
decided that work must be inaugurated and to properly equip our exist- 
ing Institutions. 

Again we call upon our faithful Clergv and Laity to dedicate them- 
selves to this great work for the glory of God in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
With faith in God's blessing on our efforts and confidence that our people 
will respond in the same spirit as last year, we have made our plans to 
carry out in 1928 a similar program to that of the present year. 
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E do not believe that our Church alone can humanize 

or spiritualize the work of this great City or of this 
great Diocese—the task is too great for us. But we can 
make a greater contribution to it; we can help to make a 
new and better Philadelphia; we caz help to make a new 
and better Diocese. I call upon you, brethren, in confi- 
dence that together—like a mighty army—the Church of 
God will move forward, and through faith in Jesus Christ, 
and the guidance of the Holy Spirit, do a greater work for 
the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God.”

THE RECORD OF A YEAR'S PROGRESS 


Issued December 2, 1927, by the Executive Committee of 
the Diocesan Campaign for Missions and Institutions 


A o year ago there was written into the history of the 
Church in the Diocese of Pennsylvania the record of an 
outstanding response to a call for service in a great missionary 
movement within the borders of this Diocese. 

This movement was what has come to be described as 
the Diocesan Campaign for Missions and Institutions. The 
response to the call to service and the results accomplished by 
our people manifested an interest in the work of our Missions 
and Institutions that is without a parallel in the history of 
any similar movement anywhere in the whole Church. 

Within two weeks after the Bishop's appeal for the Diocese 
to move as a unit, more than 20,000 of our people from every 
corner and section registered with enthusiasm their desire to 
bear their share in the work to be done. In marshalling these 
forces, more than 1500 parish workers enrolled under the lead- 
ership of their Clergy and their chosen leaders among the Laity. 

It was the unanimous decision of our 1500 Parish workers 
and their Clergy and Lay leaders a year ago that, beginning 
with December, 1927, the unfinished work of last year be taken 
up in its relation to the year 1928 and also to the remaining 
three years. 

The Diocesan Campaign Fund Executive Committee there- 
fore feels called upon to note for the information of all our 
Church people the progress made in the year 1927. E 

It is a year's development which would have been impos- 
sible of fulfilment but for the money so generously given by 
our people during the campaign of last year. 

Our estimated receipts for 1927, consisting of the one- 
year pledges and one-fifth of the five-year pledges, was approxi- 
mately $601,289. 


We have received to November 1, $614,000, as some of 
the five-year pledgors have paid more than one-fifth and in a 
few instances have paid the entire pledge. 

We have appropriated the receipts for this year and we are 
paying on the allocations as the building contracts proceed. 

The Committee has acted as advisor to the Bishop in allo- 
cating the monies to be expended during the year. When the 
allocations were completed and the work on each item author- 
ized, the expenditure of the appropriations for Missions was 
made under the supervision of the Executive Council of Diocese. 

The Committee authorized the allocation of funds for many 
items included in the whole program as follows: 


TO MISSIONS 
For sites: 
Provision for part payment on the purchase of four new 
sites for Missions. 
For the new Mission which has been started at Rhawnhurst. 


For the new Mission of St. Matthew which has been started at 
Englewood. 


For the new Mission which is to be started at Comly and Large 
Streets on the Roosevelt Boulevard. 


For a new site at Seventh and Bigler Streets in South Philadel- 
phia for the Transfiguration Mission and to which the Mission 
congregation is now preparing to move. 


For first units of Parish Buildings: 
The Mission at Rhawnhurst. Cornerstone laid a few days ago. 
St. George's Mission, Venango. Work under way. 


Towards completion of Parish Buildings: 
St. Barnabas, Germantown. This is one of our colored Mis- 
sions, addition of Upper Floor” of Parish House. This final unit 
is now completed. 


For Parish Houses: 


Trinity Mission, Collingdale, now being built and to be ready 
for use early in February.

pum was inaugurated than in ten previous years. But of far greater value 
as been the reawakening of the corporate power of the Church in the 
Diocese. More than 20,000 of our people have unselfishly and generously 
said that the work of the Kingdom in our Missions and in our Institutions 
must no longer be permitted to languish or to suffer because of lack of proper 
material equipment. 

When so large an army of Christian men and women and children have 
enrolled in so great a cause, surely there can be no turning back; there can 
be no lessening of interest and effort. It must go forward with increased 
zeal and a renewed consecration. 

The Campaign as a campaign ended on the night of December 15, 1926; 
but there remained an unfinished part of that great movement which demands 
that the ground which has been gained must be held, and which calls for a 
continuation and an extension of undiminished loyalty. In preparation for 
the material work which is to be accomplished in 1928 there are re-enlist- 
ments of one-year pledgors to be made in the few remaining weeks of 1927. 

To all of these there is to be presented in the next few weeks the privilege 
and the opportunity of again joining hearts and hands in the work which lies 
ahead for 1928 and for the remaining period of the five years. 

As this review of the past year's accomplishments reaches our Church 
membership in the Diocese, the great force of Parish Workers that did such 
faithful service in 1926 starts out again this December to resume the con- 
tinuation work. 

Upwards of 4,000 of our people who made pledges or contributions for 
the year 1927 are to be visited by members of their parishes, asking for a 
renewal for 1928 of one-year pledges and contributions given for 1927. A 
year ago there were thousands who did not feel they should obligate them- 
selves to pledging for the whole five years, but who told the workers of their 
willingness to pledge or contribute for a one-year period, and of their will- 
ingness to renew the pledge or contribution a year later. It was based on 
these reports that the Parish Workers decided by an unanimous vote one 
year ago to make visitations again in December of 1927. Those who pledged 
for the five-year period will not be visited.
